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SECTION  II 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


WATER. 


The  district  derives  the  major  part  of  its  water  supply  from 
two  main  sources.  The  Borough  Council  Supply  serves  the  upper  and 
middle  portion  of  the  Rhondda  Fawr,  with  the  exception  of  the  greater 
portion  of  Cwmparc,  The  Joint  liVater  Board  supply  the  rest  of  the 
district  with  the  exception  of  small  groups  of  houses  at  Pontygwaith, 
Ynyshir  and  Penrhiwfer. 

The  Borough  Water  Engineer  has  provided  the  details  in  the 
following  Table  III  regarding  water  consumption  in  the  area  supplied 
by  the  Council  services: -

Of  the  60  samples  of  water  obtained  from  intakes  to  the 
Council’s  Supply,  I3  were  reported  upon  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  public  sewers  in  the  district  were  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  under  the  supervision  of  Mr,  A.  H,  Gillard, 
the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

During  the  year,  195  defective  sewers,  formerly  known  as 
combined  drains,  serving  875  houses,  were  referred  to  Mr,  Gillard 
for  attention  and,  in  6^  other  instances  involving  322  houses, 
the  reference  to  the  Surveyor  was  after  the  service  of  statutory 
notices  on  the  owners,  in  accordance  i/vith  the  provisions  of 
Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 


In  addition,  26?  houses,  served  by  single  drains,  were 
referred  to  the  Surveyor  as  a result  of  written  authorisations  from 
the  owners. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  unconnected  with 
the  sewerage  system  at  the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to  83}  the 
majority  of  these  houses  are  farmhouses,  or  cottages  which  are 
on  isolated  sites  on  the  hillsides,  or  houses  situated  in  such 
positions  that  connection  with  the  nearest  sewers  is  not  possible. 


The  appended  Table  IV  which  is  compiled  from  the 
reports  submitted  by  the  public  health  inspectors,  indicates  the 
extent  and  character  of  the  means  of  excrement  disposal  in  the 
district  at  the  end  of  1957:-

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  scavenging  of  the  whole  district,  with  the  exception 
of  the  portion  of  Gilfach  Goch  which  is  vidLthin  the  area,  was  under- 
taken by  the  Council  by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  A.  H.  Gillard,  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

During  the  year,  the  total  cost  of  the  collection  of 
refuse  and  its  cartage  to  the  refuse  destructor  at  Dinas  or  to  the 
tips  amounted  to  £74,313,  equivalent  to  £2.11s.4d.  per  house. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA,  1937* 

The  sanitary  inspection  of  the  area  was  carried  out  by 
nine  public  health  inspectors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Chief  Public  Health

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  M/iTERIALS  ACT,  1931. 

The  above-mentioned  Act  repealed  the  Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911 
and  1928,  and  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Council  as  the  Local 
Authority, 

The  premises  of  one  upholstering  and  bedding  firm  are 
registered  under  the  Act. 

Eight  samples  of  filling  materials,  used  in  the  making  of 
upholstery  and  bedding,  were  submitted  during  the  year  to  a Prescribed 
Analyst  appointed  under  the  Act.  The  samples  were  of  Cotton  Felt, 
Layered  Flock,  Woollen  Mixture  Felt,  Woollen  Felt,  Coir  Fibre,  Kapok, 
Millpuff  and  Feathers.  All  of  the  samples  vyere  reported  as  conforming 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  made  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMEl-IT. 


During  the  year  there  was  no  instance  of  legal  proceedings 
having  been  taken  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  smoko  abatement  as  certain 
complaints  had  been  resolyod  by  the  cooperation  of  the  persons  concerned. 

SWITCHING  BATHS. 


The  open-air  swimming  baths  situated  at  Treherbert,  Ystrad, 
Forth  and  Ferndalo  are  administered  by  the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department 
of  the  Council,  each  bath  being  under  the  control  of  a suitably  qualified 
superintendent.  These  baths  are  invariably  fully  patronised  during  the 
summer  bathing  season  and  the  water  is  subjected  to  constant  filtra'tion 
and  chlorination,  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination  being  regularly 
checked  by  means  of  colourimetric  tests.  Samples  of  ?/ater  from  these 
baths  v;ere  also  submitted,  during  the  summer,  for  chemical  and  bacteri- 
oligical  examinations  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Of  the  32  samples 
submitted,  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  due  to  a brief  temporary 
breakdown  in  the  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 


The  disinfestation  of  houses  harbouring  bed  bugs  or  other  insects 
was  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  and  11  houses  v/ere  treated  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
four  being  Council  houses.  The  methods  adopted  included  the  use  of  D.D.T, 
Powder,  spraying  with  zaldecide  fluid  containing  D.D.T,,  together  with 
the  stripping  of  walls,  removal  of  skirting  boards,  etc.,  and  the 
fumigation  of  rooms  with  formaldehyde  vapour  when  considered  necessai^y. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958,  four  whole-time  rodent 
operators  were  employed  in  carrying  out  investigations  into  the  prevalence 
of  rodent  infestation  and  the  necessary  treatment  of  such  infestations 
in  premises  in  the  district,  and  three  operators  vjere  employed  whole-time 
on  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  district,  the  whole 
staff  of  operators  being  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  out-door 
rodent  control  supervisor. 

Table  XIII  gives  information  on  the  lines  required  by  the 
Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  in  respect  of  the  prevalence  of  rats  and  mice,  and  the  meas\ire 
of  control  carried  out  by  the  rodent  control  staff  of  the  local  authority 
during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958.

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PUBLIC  MORTUAPIES. 


Two  puUlic  mortuaries,  situated  in  the  cemetery  grounds 
Trealaw,  and  at  Oakland  Terrace,  Ferndale,  have  been  erected  and 
maintained  by  the  Council  and  were  utilised  during  the  year  for  the 
reception  of  5 and  6 bodies,  respectively. 

Facilities  are  available  in  each  of  these  mortuaries  for 
carrying  out  post-mortem  examinations.  Only  one  such  examination 
was  held  during  the  year,  this  being  carried  out  at  the  Ferndale 
mortuary. 

DEALERS  IN  OLD  IffiTAL  AJID  IIARINE  STORE  DEALERS. 


Section  86  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  19075 
is  by  Order  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  came  into  force  in 
this  District  at  the  end  of  1952.  The  Section  relates  to  the 
registration  by  the  Council  of  persons  carrying  on  the  businesses 
of  Dealers  in  Old  Metal  and  Marine  Store  Dealers. 

During  the  year,  registrations  were  made  for  six  Dealers 
in  Old  Metal. 

At  the  end  of  1957,  there  were  twenty-two  persons 
registered  as  carrying  on  the  businesses  of  Dealers  in  Old  Metal 
and  nine  persons  as  Old  Metal  and  Marine  Store  Dealers.

In  addition  to  the  above,  4 properties  accommodating  5 family 
units  had  been  requisitioned  and  repaired,  when  necessary,  and  allocated 
to  families  'who  were  inadequately  housed.  At  the  end  of  1937*  3 
properties  accommodating  6 family  units  had  been  requisitioned,  but 
during  the  year  one  property  accommodating  one  family  unit  v/as  released* 

Consequent  upon  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  followed  by  interviews  with  the  owners  or  the  service  of 
informal  or  statutory  notices,  362  houses  were  repaired  or  defects 
discovered  therein  were  remedied,  whilst  96  houses  v/ere  similarly 
attended  to  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owners,  making  a 
total  of  923  houses  dealt  With  during  the  year;  the  corresponding 
number  of  houses  similax.ly  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  1,421* 

As  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  been  erected  for  a period 
of  fifty  years  or  more,  their  maintenance  in  a satisfactory  state  of 
fitness  for  human  habitation  has  caused  considerable  concern  to  the 
Authority,  Greater  pressure  has  had  to  be  made  on  house-ov/ners  to  carry 
out  repairs,  and  during  the  year  particulars  of  statutory  notices 
served  in  respect  of  323  houses  were  forwarded  to  the  Legal  Department 
of  the  Council  with  a view  of  instituting  legal  proceedings. 

During  the  year.  Demolition  Orders  were  issued  in  respect  of 
3 houses,  and  3 houses  were  demolished.  Closing  Orders  were  made 
in  respect  of  9 unfit  houses  and  unfit  parts  of  12  houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK, 

The  numbers  of  persons  carrying  on  businesses  concerned  mth 
the  production  and  distribution  of  milk  in  the  district  during  1957 
were  as ’-follow: -

The  estimated  quantity  of  milk  produced  by  the  12  dairy  farmers 
daily  amounted  to  92  gallons,  of  which  8?  gallons  were  sold  wholesale  to 
pasteurising  establishments. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  liquid  milk  sold  daily  in  the  district 
during  the  year  amounted  to  8,933  gallon's,  equivalent  to  a daily  consump- 
tion of  0.67  pint  per  head  of  the  estimated  population;  the  corresponding 
ccnsumption  per  head  in  the  previous  year  was  0,39» 


There  were  38  premises  in  the, area  directly  concerned  with  the 
distribution  of  milk,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  these  premises  during  the  year  amounted  to  232.  Nearly  all 
the  milk  distributed  in  the  district  was  supplied  in  bottles,  which  had 
been  filled  on  the  wholesalers’  premises  where  the  milk  had  been  pastevir- 
ised  and,  consequently,  most  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  distributors 
of  milk  were  only  used  for  the  temporary  storage  of  the  bottled  milk 
during  the  intervals  between  the  reception  of  the  milk  by  the  retailers  and 
the  retail  distribution  thereof  to  the  consumers’  houses. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  sold  as  "pasteurised”  submitted 
to  bacteriological  exanination  during  the  year  was  33,  all  of  which  gave 
satisfactory  results  op  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test,  indicating 
that  the  milk  had  been  adequately  heat  treated,  The  Methylene  Blue  Tests 
v/ere  all  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 

The  milk  which  had  been  treated  at  the  tv/o  licensed  pasteurising 
establishments  in  the  district  was  also  regularly  sampled  and  ,1^3  samples 
of  treated  milk  of  ordinary  grade  and  6l  samples  of  treated  milk  of  the 
"Tuberculin-Tested"  designation  v/ere  taken  during  the  year;  all  the 
"Tuberculin-Tested"  milk  samples  and  "ordinary"  milk  samples  gave  satis- 
factory results  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  Methylene 
Blue  Tests  were  all  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 


During  the  year,  22  samples  of  untreated  milk  produced  on  farms 
in  the  district  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and, 
in  one  instance,  bacilli  was  found  to  be  present;  the  remairxing  21  samples 
gave  negative  results.  The  milk  from  the  affected  herd  had  been  sold 
in  bulk  to  a pasteurising  establishment  and  none  had  been  sold  by  retail 
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direct  to  consumers  for  some  time  so  that  it  vjas  not  necessary  to  take 
action  with  a view  to  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the  milk.  The  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  hnd  Food 
was  informed  of  this  result  and,  in  duo  course,  the  herd  was  reported  to 
be  free  of  tuberculosis  after  the  cow,  which  was  apparently  affected, 
had  been  slaughtered.

ICE-CREAM . 


During  the  year,,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  devote 
considerable  attention  to  premises,  wherein  ice-cream  v/as  manufactured, 
stored  or  sold,  in  order  to  seCrre'  compliance' by  all’  vendors  of  - ice-cream 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1935 » aiid  the  Ice-cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  32  premises  had  been  registered  as  suitable 
for  the ' manufacture , storage  and  sale  office-cream  and  333  premises  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream;  in  the  latter  group  of  premises  there  were 
included  3C3  shops  where  ice-cream  in  the  pre-packed  state,  as  delivered 
by  wholesale  manufacturers,  was;  stored  and  sold  by  rettail. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  the  premises  were  inspected  and 
inquiries  made  concerning  the  health  of  the  vendors,  particularly  in  relation 
to  the  history  of  enteric  or  intestinal  infections. 

During  the  year,  63  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  were 
submitted'  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  provisional  grading; 
53  or  84,1  per  cent,  v/ere  reported  as  being  in  Grade  1 or  "satisfactory", 

1 or  1,6  per  cent,  v/as  in  Grade  2 or  "fair",  1 or  1,6  per  cent,  was  in  Grade 
j 3 or  "unsp.tisf act ory"  , 1 or  1.6  per  cent,  was  classified  in  Grade  4 or  "very 
I unsatisfactory".  No  results  v;ere  obtained  upon  the  7 remaining  samples, 

I owing  to  unsatisfactory  pre-incubation  temperatures  at  the  laboratory.  The 
I manufacturers  of  the  "unsatisfactory"  and  "very  unsatisfactory"  samples 
||  wore  informed  of  these  results  and  were  advised  to  give  the  matter  their 
I attention,  especially  in  regard  to  personal  cleanliness  and  appropriate 
I cleansing  and  st or ilisa ’..ion  of  the  utensils.  Amongst  43  samples  taken  in 
I the  previous  year,  the  corresponding  percentages  classified  in  Grades  1 to 
; 4 were  97»7>  2.3,  0.0  and  0,0, 


MEAT , 


The  nunher  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district 
during  1957  was  hy  but  nearly  all  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out 
in  the  two  slaughterhouses  situated  at  Llanfoist  Street,  Ton  Pentre, 
where  neat  inspection  was  carried  out  by  one  public  health  inspector 
who  has  had  special  experience  in  this  work  and  who  was  provided 
with  assistance  at  these  slaughterhouses,  when  necessary,  and  also 
at  the  slaughterhouse  at  Howard  Street,  Treorchy, 

The  quantities  of  neat  and  offal  surrendered  and  condenned 
owing  to  the  presence  of  diseased  conditions,  etc.,  were  8,88?  lbs. 
and  27,659  lbs.,  respectively,  the  anounts  attributable  to  tuberculosis 
being  6,l60  lbs.  and  663  lbs.,  respectively.

clean  food  guilds,  was  introduced  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  The  public  health  inspectors  have  attended  refresher 
courses  on  food  hygiene  and  food  infections,  and  during  their 
visits  to  and  inspections  of  food  premises  they  have  concen- 
trated on  the  individual  instruction  of  the  food  handlers  in 
these  premises  on  matters  relating  particularly  to  personal 
hygiene.

MISCELLANEOUS 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


The  bacteriological  and  chemical  eyamination  of  materials 
such  as  throat  or  nasal  swabs,  stools,  water,  ice-cream^  milk  etc., 
submitted  by  the  Health  Department  were  undertalcen  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Cardiff,  and 
any  advice  sought  in  relating  to  the  collection  of  samples  dviring 
the  course  of  investigation  was  always  readily  obtained  from  the 
staff  at  the  Laboratory. 


HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

The  local  hospital  faci!Lities  available  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  are  administered  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda 
Hospital  Management  Committee  on  bahalf  of  the  Welsh  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  Committee  control  eleven  hospitals,  including 
one  convalescent  home,  with  a bed  complement  of  over  1,200  beds  with 
a distribution  for  Rhondda  as  shown  in  Table  XXX,

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HEALTH  SERVICES  UNDER  PART  III 

OF  THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT. 


The  Glamorgan  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
have  made  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  the  services  specified 
in  Part  III  of  the  above-mentioned  Act,  and,  v;ith  the  exception 
of  the  ambulance  service,  the  day-to-day  administration  is  undertaken 
locally  at  the  offices  of  the  Health  Department  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rhondda  Divisional  Health  Committee*  This  Committee  consists 
of  l6  local  members  of  the  County  Council,  11  members  of  the  Borough 
Council  and  3 added  members  nominated  by  the  Divisional  Committee 
and  appointed  by  the  County  Council;  the  eleven  Members  of  the 
Borough  Council  on  this  Committee  are  also  members  of  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committees  of  the  Borough  Council,  so  that  a strong  link 
betv/een  the  administration  of  the  environmental  and  personal 
health  services  provided  under  the  Public  Health,  Housing  and 
National  Health  Service  Aetts  is  maintained  locally. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19^8  - SECTION  ^7* 

The  above  Section  of.  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8 t 
amended  by  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1931?  provides 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  institutions  of  persons  vi/ho  arc  considered 
to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention*  No  action  was  taken  under  this 
Section  in  1957* 


DISINFECTION. 


The  arrangements  made  v/ith  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda 
Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  disinfection  of  infected 
articles  of  clothing,  etc,,  in  the  ’’Equifex”  steam  disinfector  at 
the  Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospital  continued  in  operation  during  1957 • 

Rooms  were  fumigated,  when  necessary,  with  formaldehyde 
vapour  and  sprayed  with  zaldecide,  or  other  suitable  liquid 
disinfectant,  under  the  supervision  of  the  district  public  health 
inspectors , 
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APPENDIX  I 


Paratyphoid . 

The  cases  of  paratyphoid  notified  during  the  year  occurred  in  a 
child  aged  10  years  and  a non-resident  of  the  Rhondda  who  had  been 
admitted  to  a local  hospital  from  outside  the  area.  Notification  of 
the  first  case  seemed  to  indicate  that  the  possible  source  of 
infection  was  cream  calces.  Hov;ever , as  is  usually  the  case,  no 
definite  evidence  was  found  to  finally  substantiate  this  suggestion. 


APPENDIX  II 


Poliomyelitis . 

Investigations  following  upon  tho  notification  of  a for.  eases  of  Non- 
Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  from  a small  localised  area  revealed  that  a good 
number  of  children  and  some  adults  from  that  area  had  suffered  from  a 
closely  similar  type  of  illness. 

A record  oi  school  absences  in  tho  few  weeks  preceding  the  receipt 
of  the  foregoing  notifications  was  obtained,  from  the  Junior  and  Infants' 
School  serving  the  above  area  and  the  Jiomes  of  the  children  concerned  were 
visited.  Eighty-one  such  visits  were  made  and  a suggestive  history  was 
obtained  in  fifty-one  cases.  Of  those,  forty-seven  were  children  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  and  tv/enty-four  were  male.  In  addition,  four  adults  gave  a 
similar  type  of  history  and  of  these  three  were  male. 

The  cardinal  symptoms  of  the  illness  were  headache,  malaise,  nausea 
or  vomiting,  fever  and  aching  or  stiff  muscles  though  not  all  the  "cases" 
made  mention  of  these  complaints.  In  addition,  thirteen  of  the  cases 
experienced  a fleeting  rash  on  the  face  and  extremities  - usually 
morbilliform  in  character.  It  w'as  apparent  from  the  history  that  the  rash 
usually  appeared  on  the  4th  day  of  illness  though  this  was  not  invariable. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  illness  was  mild  in  nature. 

Insofar  that  the  duration  of  illness  could  reasonably  be  ascertained 
it  appeared  that  the  course  of  the  illness  was  usually  spread  over  4-5 
days.  Thirty  cases  gave  such  a history.  However,  in  nine  cases  there 
was  a "relapse-type"  of  illness  where  the  patient  v/ould  usually  experience 
a 2 day  improvement  in  the  course  of  the  illness  before  relapsing  into  the 
original  symptomatology. 

Eight  cases  wore  admitted  to  the  local  hospital  for  infectious  disease 
whilst  one  case  was  admitted  to  another  such  hospital  outside  the 
administrative  area.  Lumbar  puncture  was  performed  in  eight  of  the  cases 
and  the  main  change  noted  in  the  cerebospinal  fluid  was  the  presence  of 
increased  numbers  of  cells  (mainly  lumphocytos)  - ranging  from  10-2500 
cells  for  cu.mm. 

A detailed  enquiry  was  made  into  the  vaccination  state  (anti-polio) 
of  the  cases  and  the  relationship  of  date  of  onset  of  disease  to  date  of 
vaccination  w'as  ascertained.  No  constant  time  relationship  was  found. 

No  conclusive  evidence  w'as  obtained  as  to  the  incubation  period  of  the 
disease  but  it  is  estimated  to  be  about  4-7  days. 
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
